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A YEAR ago today the lives of Barnaby 
Webber's family were shattered in the 
most brutal way possible as the teenager 
was stabbed to death by a crazed paranoid 
schizophrenic on the run from police. 

The tragic youngsters mum Emma said it has 
been 12 months of hell during which the agony 
left her feeling at times like she could not go on. 

She told how she needed medical help to get 
her through the darkest of days. 

And she revealed she is still searching for 
answers as to how violent Valdo Calocane was 
able to kill her 19-year-old son as well as his 
friend Grace O'Malley Kumar, also 19 - both 
students at Nottingham University - and school 
caretaker Ian Coates, 65. 

A series of shocking failings by police, mental 
health services and the NHS in the lead-up to 
the killers rampage in the city continue to be 
investigated. And for Barnaby, Grace and Ians 
families, the long fight for justice continues. 

They will attend a vigil at the university this 
lunchtime with friends and students. 

In her only media interview ahead of today’s 
anniversary, Emma said she will never be able 
to forgive Calocane, believes Barnaby and Grace 
were an item and hailed her as a hero for 
stepping in to try to save her son despite the 
obvious danger to herself. 


CATASTROPHIC 


Emma invited the Mirror into her family 
home in Taunton, Somerset, this week to talk 
about the past year. 

As we chatted, her husband David made 
coffee and their youngest son Charlie revised 
upstairs for his final GCSE exams. 

Emma said: "Our family has been completely 
blown apart. I know ГЇЇ never be the same 
person again, and neither will David or Charlie 
because of this. 

“The past 12 months have been like being in 
an alternative universe. Everything in our 
normal lives has completely changed. 

"I'm speaking about things, experiencing 
things and having to do things that I would 
never have comprehended before June 13 last 
year. It has been classed as a catastrophic life 
event by specialists, and I totally get that, 
because it has been in every single possible way. 

“I think my biggest fear is that it's going to 
define all of us or any one of us. 

“I want to one day say that I feel happy or that 
I think I can have joy again. 

“The hardest thing is, at the moment I 
dont have the ability to even think , 
what a normal life would be like, 
like it used to be.

“I didnt do anything proactive but I thought 
about dying. I just couldnt see beyond it. 

"There was nothing in particular about that 
day. I reached out to get help, medical help. 

"I wouldnt go so far as to say an intervention. 
Ididnt have people here with white coats on. It

Horizon fight 
lawyers’ help

LAWYERS acting for the Post 
Office sub-postmasters are to help 
the Nottingham victims’ families. 

They have offered their services 
pro-bono to the relatives of 
Barnaby Webber, Grace O'Malley- 
Kumar and lan Coates. 

The families are calling for a 
change in the law to make it 
harder for mentally ill killers to 
avoid murder convictions. 

Solicitor Neil Hudgell and 
barrister Tim Moloney KC will 
formally begin work tomorrow. 

Mr Moloney has been 
representing victims, led by Alan 
Bates, in the Horizon inquiry. 

Neil Hudgell said: “A catalogue 
of catastrophic errors led to the 
loss of three wonderful lives.” 

Barnaby's mum Emma Webber 
said: “When we met them, it felt 
like it was the first time we had a 
hand on our shoulders.”

MUM Emma Webber has thanked 
the people of Nottingham for their 
support since Barnaby's death. 

Families of the three victims will 
gather at the city's university this 
lunchtime to hold a vigil. 

Emma admitted she now finds 
visiting the city difficult but she 
said: "The people of Nottingham 
are amazing. 

"We as a family absolutely 
adored it. It's a great city. Barney 
loved being there and socialising. 

"We've had countless letters 
and messages from people who 
live there. They feel like they have 
to apologise - but they don't have 
anything to apologise for." 

Emma recalled her address to 
crowds of mourners in Old Market 
Square after the attacks. She said: 
"|t was a sea of people half a mile 
deep. What was palpable was the 
energy. It did make a difference."

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BARNABY Webber's pet dog left 
a cuddly toy on his bed the day he 
died and has not touched it since. 

Dougie, an 11-year-old Jack Russell/ 
chihuahua rescue cross, walked into 
the teenagers bedroom on June 13 
last year. 

He left the giraffe soft toy on 
Barnabys bed, where it still remains. 

Barnabys mum Emma told the 
Mirror: "Barney adored Dougie. He 
called him ‘Big Man 

Emma goes into his bedroom every 
evening to turn on his light and 
returns to turn it off before bed. 

She said: “It’s just something I like 


to do. It's a comforting thing, like hes 
still there I guess: 

A year on from his death, every- 
where Emma goes she is greeted by 
reminders of her eldest child, who 
excelled at cricket and rugby. 

She said: “I miss him. His presence. 
Looking at him. Just him being here. 
He was always there. 

“From being pregnant, to him being 
in the world. Just that space, that 
emptiness. It doesn't get any easier. 

"That's the thing with grief, small 
things can trigger you. 

“It can be anything. A song, a 
memory, a road sign, places you have 
been. Taunton is a big town but there 
is not a single part that doesn't have 
memories of him, one way or another? 
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Cards and letters simply addressed to 
“Barneys parents, Taunton’ arrive at 
the family home every day. 

Well-wishers send gifts including 
hand-crafted pebbles and crystal 
dream-catchers. 

"I suppose in a really dark world, for 
us it shows us there is some good out 
there; Emma said.

"Its very easy to think everything is 
bad. If I have a pound for every time I 
hear ‘I can't imagine what youre going 
through or Tve got children the same 
age or ‘It’s every parents nightmare, 
Id be able to pay the mortgage off. 

^I don't say it lightly, because I 
probably say all of those things, but 


it's painful. When I hear ‘I cant 
imagine, what I hear as the parent is 
"Thank god my child is safe.

“I was trying to phone the hospitals, 
and Dave got through to the police. 

“He said their voice changed a little 
bit when he said Barney's name. They 
said ‘we will call you back. 

^We just got in the car. We were 
driving for about four miles when we 
gota call from a family liaison officer. 

"They asked if we could pull over. 
They told us in the car park of a pub 
on the outskirts of Camelford. My 
world went black. I just screamed? 

The couple then had to break the 
news of Barnabys death to Charlie. 

^We had to drive to the other side 


of Torquay and he was waiting for us 
by the minibus; Emma recalled. 

“He didnt know what it was about 
but there was a look on his face. 

“I dont think he ever thought it 
would be something that bad.

ONE of Rishi Sunak's closest aides put a £100 bet 
on a July General Election, just three days before 
the Prime Minister announced the date. 

Craig Williams, who is standing to be a Tory MP 
in Montgomeryshire and Glyndwr, confirmed he 
was being probed by the Gambling Commission 
after he "put a flutter” on the timing of the vote. 

In a statement last night, he admitted he should 
have "thought through how it looks". 

Mr Williams, who is the PM's parliamentary 
private secretary, made the bet with Ladbrokes on 
May 19, according to The Guardian. 

He could have made a £500 profit at odds of 
5/1. But Ladbrokes automatically triggered a red 
flag on the bet as being potentially placed by a 
"politically exposed person", the newspaper said. 

The bookmaker then referred the case to the 


Gambling Commission, with No10 understood to 
have been informed last week. 

Mr Williams, who is the PM's eyes and ears in 
Parliament, is likely to face questions on how much 
he knew about Mr Sunak's plans to call a summer 
election, which stunned Westminster. 

In his statement, Mr Williams, who has posted 
several pictures of himself and Boris Johnson on 
his X account, as well as a video with Liz Truss, 
said he "thought it best to be totally transparent" 
about the bet he had placed. 

A Tory spokesman said: "We are aware of 
contact between a Conservative candidate and the 
Gambling Commission.

LUCY Letby was caught "'virtu- 
ally red-handed" tampering with 
the breathing tube of a baby she 
is accused of attempting to 
murder, a court heard yesterday. 

The 34-year-old former neonatal 
nurse is on trial charged with trying 
to murder the infant girl, who can 
only be identified as "Child K". 

Last summer, Letby was convicted 
of murdering seven babies and the 
attempted murder of six more while 
she worked at the Countess of 
Chester Hospital. The jury in her 
original 10-month trial had failed to 
reach a verdict over allegations she 
faced in the case of Child K. 

Opening the retrial at Manchester 
crown court yesterday, Letby's status 
as a multiple murderer of babies is an 
"important piece of evidence’ when 
deciding if she tried to kill another 
infant, jurors were told. 

Prosecutor Nick Johnson KC said: 
^We are saying that her status as a 
multiple murderer and attempted 
murderer is an important piece ofthe 
evidence that you can, if you wish, 
take into account when you are 
considering whether we have made 
you sure that she attempted to 
murder (Child К), 

Mr Johnson told the court that in 
the early hours February 17, 2016, 
Child K had been born at 24 weeks 
and was in the neonatal unit.

RISK UP BY 
QUARTER 


Condition rising among the under-40s

GP data has identified a worrying surge 
in patients at risk of developing type 2 
diabetes, especially in the under-40s. 

The boss of NHS England has issued a 
warning after half a million more people 
were found to have prediabetes last year. 

The National Diabetes Audit identified 
3.6 million people registered with a GP in 
2023 who were found to have the condition 
- up 1896 in just a year. Millions more are 
thought to be undiagnosed. 

Also known as non-diabetic hypergly- 
caemia, patients have blood glucose levels 
that are higher than normal but not yet high 


enough to be classed as diabetes. Predia- 
betes used to be extremely rare in the 
under-40s, but post-pandemic rises in 
problem boozing and junk food diets have 
lowered the age people are developing it. 
The latest data showed an increase of 
almost a quarter in under-40s last year, up 
from 173,166 in 2022 to 216,440 in 2023. 
Speaking at the NHS ConfedExpo confer- 
ence in Manchester, NHS England chief 
Amanda Pritchard said: “Type 2 diabetes is 
a growing problem. Not only is it linked to 
kidney failure, amputation, heart attack, 
stroke and many common types of cancer, 
it also adds pressure to NHS services:

The country committed war crimes and crimes 
against humanity with attacks on civilians, 
the UN report found. 

In its attack on Hamas, its forces aimed 
to inflict maximum damage without taking 
enough precautions, it found - which led 
to a staggering death toll. 

The report added: "The deliberate 
use of heavy weaponry by Israeli 
security forces in densely populated 
areas constitutes an intentional and 
direct attack on civilians, particularly 
affecting women and children."

Both Benjamin Netanyahus forces and 
Hamas committed sexual violence and 
intentionally attacked civilians, according 
to the lengthy report. 

Findings were based on a combination 
of interviews with victims and witnesses, 
open-source items, satellite imagery, 
medical reports and media coverage. 

Israel previously refused to co-operate 
with the inquiry and it has now accused it 
of “attempting to justify” Hamas actions 
as well as being anti-Israeli. 

The country’s mission to the UN said 
yesterday the report did not mention 
continuous rocket fire on its soil by its 
enemies in Palestine and Lebanon. 

US Secretary of State Antony Blinken 
said that America continues “to do the 


work to make our own assessments’ on 
whether there have been violations of 
human rights and international humani- 
tarian law in the war in Gaza. 

He also revealed the conflict is likely to 
go on after Hamas proposed numerous 
changes to an American-backed ceasefire 
plan - only some which were workable. Mr 
Blinken insisted the US and other media- 
tors would keep working towards a deal. 


His comments, made in Qatar, came as ' 
Lebanon's Hezbollah fired a massive " 


barrage of rockets into northern Israel to 
avenge the killing of a commander, further 
escalating regional tensions. 


SIRENS 


The militant group, an Iranian-backed 
ally of Hamas, has traded bombardments 
with Israel nearly every day since the war 
began last year. It says it will only stop once 
there is a truce in the Gaza Strip. 

Air raid sirens sounded across northern 
Israel on Tuesday night and into yesterday 
morning as local military claimed around 
160 projectiles were fired from southern 
Lebanon, making it one of the heaviest 
attacks since the fighting began. 

There were no immediate accounts of 
casualties but brush fires were reported. It 
was said some missiles were intercepted.

CELINE Dion has revealed how she 
ingested enough valium to kill her 
when she suffered excruciating 
muscle spasms. 

The My Heart Will Go On singer said 
she began suffering symptoms of stiff 
person syndrome, a rare neurological 
condition, as far back as 2008. 

The Canadian told fans her diagnosis 
in December 2022 when she cancelled 
her Courage World Tour. 

However she has now spoken about 
how she hopes to return to the stage. 

Speaking on Americas Today Show, 
she told host Hoda Kotb that before her 
diagnosis she was taking copious 
amounts of diazepam, sold under the 


name valium. Celine said the drug 
helped her to relax her whole body in 
order to perform on stage before adding 
she was unaware of the consequences. 

In her first TV interview since her 
diagnosis, she admitted: “I did not know, 
honestly, that it could kill me? 

The 56-year-old told how, over the 
years, her body became so acclimatised 
to the dosage that after 20 minutes, she 
would need to take more. She said: “You 
get used to it. It doesnt work? 

She admitted the daily amount of 
diazepam she was taking was enough to 
“kill you’, adding that eventually, along 
with the help of doctors, she weaned 
herself off medications - "especially the 
bad ones” - during the pandemic. 

Celine said: "I stopped everything 
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because it stopped working.’ Her 
taking ofthe drug coincided with the 
period in which her husband, Rene 
Angelil, was fighting for his own life 
with throat cancer. 

He died in 2016 and Celine said: “I 
had to hide. I had to try to be a hero’ 


STIFFNESS 


On her decision to publicly reveal 
her own health battle, she explained: 
"Lying for me, the burden was too 
much - I could not do it any more”. 

Despite her condition, which causes 
progressive muscular stiffness, Celine 
has vowed to return to touring. 

"Tm going to go back on stage, even 
if I have to crawl. Even if I have to talk 
with my hands. I will. I will. I am 


Celine Dion because today my voice 
will be heard for the first time, not just 
because I have to or because I need to. 
Its because I want to. And I miss it” 

In another interview with People 
magazine, the mum of three told of 
the toll the condition has taken. 

She said: “I was going down, down, 
down. It took my whole life. But it's 
like if my kids are rollerblading, for 
example, and one of their ankles is 
hurting. They dont want to tell me 
because I'm going to say, ‘Well, take a 
break from rollerblading’. 

“I didnt want to stop. I wanted to 
stay on stage.

THE ship on which explorer Sir 
Ernest Shackleton made his final 
voyage has been found. 

Wreck hunters located Quest at the 
bottom of the Labrador Sea off the 
coast of Newfoundland in Canada. 

Shackleton was aged 47 when he 
suffered a fatal heart attack on board 
on January 5, 1922 while trying to reach 
the Antarctic. 

A Norwegian company acquired his 
ship, which was involved in a series of 
expeditions until May 5, 1962, when it 
was damaged by ice on a seal hunting 
trip and sank. All of the crew survived. 

The Shackleton Quest Expedition, led 
by the Royal Canadian Geographical 
Society, said yesterday the schooner- 
rigged vessel was found “intact” lying at 
a depth of 1,280ft.

Expedition leader John Geiger, of the 
RCGS, said: “Finding Quest is one of the 
final chapters in the extraordinary story 
of Sir Ernest Shackleton. 

“Shackleton was known for his 
courage and brilliance as a leader in 
crisis. The tragic irony is that his was 
the only death to take place on any of

Lord Blunkett brought in IPPs in 2003, 
which were designed for offenders who 
presented a significant risk, but whose 
crime did not warrant a life term. 

Forming part of Tony Blair's “tough on 
crime, tough on the causes of crime" 
strategy, after serving a minimum term, 
inmates could be considered for release. 

But the sentences had no definitive 
end date and prisoners were released on 
a 99-year licence, effectively meaning 
they had a lifelong period of recall. 

"The IPP sentence was designed to 
bury you alive; says one inmate, in the 
film Britains Forgotten Prisoners. 

“My tariff was two-and-a-half years. 
I've spent 10 years and four months in 
prison,’ says another IPP prisoner. 

“What the prison service is doing to 
me is inhumane; says a third. 

In an exclusive interview ahead of the 
premiere at Sheffield DocFest tonight, 
Lord Blunkett, a tireless campaigner to 
improve the plight of IPP prisoners, told 
the Mirror: "Its important for people in 
the political arena to show we are not 
saints and we do get things wrong. 

"And it’s really important to recognise 
when that's happened and to try to do 
something about it?

But this made no difference to 
8,711 prisoners who were serving an IPP 
sentence, rather than 700 or 800 Lord

resentencing existing IPP prisoners, who 
have to sustain 10 years in the 
community before they are eligible to 
have the licence removed. 

There are still just under 3,000 people 
serving an IPP term without a release 
date, around 9696 of IPPs have completed 
their minimum sentence and nearly 650 
have been held in prison for 10 years 
longer than the tariff they were given. 

In 2021, the House of Commons 
Justice Select Committee advised resen- 
tencing all IPP prisoners, but in February 
2023, Justice Minister Dominic Raab

last year, new Justice Secretary Alex 
Chalk condemned IPPs as "the greatest 
stain on the justice system; agreeing to 
look at the time required in the commu- 
nity before a licence is removed. 

Lord Blunkett finally celebrated 
achieving reforms hours before Rishi 
Sunak announced an election on May 
22. He says: “We got an enormous reduc- 
tion in the licence period from 10 to 
three years, which goes down to two for 
those who were sentenced as juveniles.

Wigan beat Warrington 
to become the first club 
since St Helens in 2007 to 
hold all four major pieces of 
silverware concurrently. 

Leeming, who joined 
from Gold Coast in the 
autumn, scored when they 
defeated NRL premiers 
Penrith in February s World 
Club Challenge.

The impasse has left the

United co-owner Sir Jim

POLICE believe Serbia fans could try to needle 
England supporters by booing the national 
anthem. 

England's Group opener with Serbia in 
Gelsenkirchen on Sunday has also been 
classified as a "high risk" fixture. 

An estimated 5,000 Serbia fans could travel 
to the game - but that number could include a 
hardcore of around 500 hooligans. Up to 
40,000 England supporters are expected. 

Football Association chief executive Mark 
Bullingham insists the German authorities are 
well-prepared for any trouble. 

But he stressed that England supporters have 
a good recent record when it comes to 
behaviour and urged them not to respond to 
provocation. 

Bullingham said: "Over the last few years our 
England fans have been absolutely brilliant 
support to us, particularly in the stadium. 

"There are a lot of people going to come out 
here. 

"The best thing that the fans can do to help 
us do well in this tournament is be a tribute to 
their country. 

"Obviously the actual protection of fans is a 
UEFA and a policing issue. If you look at our role 
and what we control, it is how you work 
together with them. 

"And we've worked together with the police, 
the Football Suporters' Association, the police in 
both Germany and England over the last 18 
months in a really collaborative project. 

“We actually are really looking forward to the 
game. 

“We think it will be a brilliant game between 
two strong footballing countries with great 
heritage so we are looking forward to it."
